What Mr. Kennedy and the 
American people are up against 
is the false image which Mr. 
Dulles did so much to fasten 
upon us — that of a nation which 
could give orders, deliver ulti- 
matums and back them up with 
a@ power no one else in the world 
possesses. 


Mr. Khrushchev, happily, 
precisely the same boat. 


Short of war he, too, 
only limited means for 
objectives. 


Mr. K’s Problem 


East Berlin points up his prob- 
lem. He has control of middle 
Europe. But his frontiers make 
him uneasy. He is embarrassed 
and harassed by the East Ger- 
man problem. But he also is 
aware Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
Hungary, Romania, even Albania 
contain elements of discontent 
such as East Germany has re- 
vealed. No Communist leader has 
failed Mr. Khrushchev so much 
as Walter Ulbricht. 


Another event which shook Mr. 
Khrushchev was Great Britain’s 
move to join the European Com- 
mon Market. The czar of commu- 
nism is well aware that if 
Europe continues prosperous she 
will move toward more political 
unity. She will, in time, become a 
third world power instead of a 
number of smaller nations with 
little individual military or eco- 
nomic strength.

The Russians, when they give 
priority to an objective, can do 
very well indeed with it. They 
have chosen to do so with mis- 
Siies, with their war machine, 
and with heavy industry. In agri- 
cultural and consumer areas 
they are relative failures. This is 
het, we should understand, as 
important inside Russia as along 
her middle-European frontiers. 
These countries once had not 
merely more freedom, but higher 
living standards than they have 
known under communism. 


Prosperity 


Since these middle European 
countries are the frontiers, they 
see what the Soviet citizen does 
not—the prosperity of Western 
Europe—the superior working 
conditions, the shorter hours, 
the better wages, the more abun- 
dant display of consumer goods 
within reach of the workers. 


So, the frontiers make Mr. 
Khrushchev uneasy. The situa- 
tion in Berlin was the more in- 
tolerable for him because it was 
open. It was necessary for him to 
close the door. 


The myth-believers, who per- 
suaded Mr. Dulles to unleash 
Chiang Kai-shek, and who now 
demand we make a “bold 
stroke,"’ or ‘‘win total victory’”— 
(without war, of course)—con- 
tinue to do a disservice by mak- 
ing persons believe there is a 
panacea requiring only a ‘“‘de- 
cisive policy” by the President, 
when the reality is something 
else. 


If we are not to have the unifi- 
cation of Germany —as we do 
not at this time, then we must 
work toward a limited objective. 
We can use only limited means. 


Tf a Berlin which is 110 miles 
fnside Russian-dominated _ terri- 
tory is ‘as Mr. Eisenhower said 
jit was) an abnormal situation, 
then we again have a limited 
objective. 

So we proceed with limited 
means, hoping to attain a limited 
Objective.

Cooley Gets

BAKERSFIELD, Calif. (UPI)—

Cooley was found guilty of 
stomping and choking his wife to 
death at their Willow Springs 
ranch home in the Mojave Desert.

In a statement on the results

vara, depended on the capacity 
of the United States to meet its 
financial commitments. 


The question of U.S. intentions, 
he said, was “raised in open 
meeting at Punta Del Este by the 
representative of the Castro re- 
gime, who boasted that only their 
monolithic form of statism could 
produce progress, who derided the 
honest differences of opinion that 
characterize the democratic gov- 
ernmental process, and who pre- 
dicted that because of our demo- 
cratic form of government, our 
pledges at Punta Del Este could 
not be relied upon.” 

Appearing with Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk at a news con- 
ference in the State deparement 
auditorium, Dillon said that the 
news of congressional action 
threatening the long-range author- 
ity of commitments for loans, 
“deeply disturbed many dele- 
gates” in Punta Del Este.

NEW YORK (AP)—The U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals Tuesday 
upheld a lower court 80-day Taft- 
Hartley injunction against renew- 
al of a maritime strike before 
Sept. 21. 


The court concurred in a US. 
District Court decision that a 
walkout prior to issuance of the 
injunction endangered the health 
and welfare of the nation. 


5 UNIONS STRUCK 


Five maritime unions struck 
June 15. Their chief demand was 
that they be granted right by con- 
tract to organize so-called runa- 
way ships—American-owned ves- 
sels flying foreign flags. 

President John F. Kennedy in- 
voked the Taft-Hartley “cooling 
off’’ process, The government said 
the strike tied up almost 500 
American ships in 30 ports. More 
than 400 others rode out the emer- 
gency at sea. 


U.S. District Judge Sylvester J. 
Ryan issued the injunction July 10 
and dated its start as of July..3, 
when he had issued a temporary 
restraining order against’ the 
strike. 


3 APPEALED 


Three of the unions appealed— 
the Seafarers International Union, 
the National Marine Engineers 
Beneficial Association, and the In- 
ternational Organization of Mas- 
ters, Mates and Pilots. 


The other two unions involved 
in the strike were the National 
Maritime Union and the American 
Radio Association. 


The appeals decision was writ- 
ten by Judge Henry J. Friendly 
and concurred in by Judges Leon- 
ard P. Moore and J. Joseph Smith. 


“The district court found that 
continuation of the strike ‘would 
have an adverse effect upon the 
maintenance in this country of an 
adequate supply of petroleum 
products, which is essential to 
transportation, both military and 
civilian, and for the operation of 
industrial plants and electric utili- 
ties and for heating,’” the deci- 
sion said. 

“There is no need to belabor the 
point that material depletion of 
petroleum supply would imperil 
the national health and safety ev- 
en on the most restricted inter- 
pretation of those terms.”

Last May a bond issue for schoolrooms, 
gymnasiums and auditoriums was voted 
down in Crisp County. The reason most 
often heard in opposition was that the 
“frills” weren't needed. Last week a bond 
issue for just classrooms was submitted 
to the people. It was beaten, too. 

Now some children in Crisp will have 
to attend classes in a barracks bought 
from the Air Force. Others will go to 
class in rooms rented from private groups. 
Crisp residents who voted against the 
second bond issue (the one without the 
“frills”) seemed to feel the county just 
couldn't afford it. “There was always talk 
about the crop,” one Crisp resident said, 
referring to those who voted down the 
new school rooms. 

Assuming that the voters are right, that 
Crisp can’t afford to build the class- 
rooms for its children, a question natural- 
ly arises: Are these children to be aban- 
doned? Or will those areas of the coun- 
try that can afford it be allowed to help 
(with tax money collected in Washing- 
ton and dispersed to the Crisp counties 
in every state)? School buildings are 
needed. Teachers’ salaries need to be in- 
creased. 

These are things that Georgia’s con- 
gressmen should think about between 
now and the time the administration’s 
aid to education bills come to the floor 
of the House and Senate for consider- 
ation. 

The bond referendums in Crisp have 
given that county’s congressman, E. L. 
(Tic) Forrester, something to think 
about. In fact, they have given all Geor- 
gia’s congressmen something to think 
about.

Seldom in the parliamentary and _ political 
history of this country have there been more 


basic points of conflict for House-Senate con- ; 

ferees to reconcile than those furnished by the legislative versions of 
the current foreign aid bill. When the agents of the two branches of 
Congress assemble Wednesday for this purpose, the range of the 
interest at issue between them will extend from the recent emer- 
gence of the Senate as the new congressional reservoir of party 
presidential candidates to the competition in constitutional authority 
implicit in House-Senate legislative drafts. 


The constitution makes the Sen- 
ate the President's partner in for- 
eign affairs, and the measures in 


dispute is in that field. The con- 
Stitution gives the House exclu- 
Sive authority to originate revenue 
bills, which has been expanded 
by historic custom to include ap- 
propriations bills, and the legisla- 
tion in conflict is an appropriation 
measure. The Senate form puts 
this House authority at issue be- 
cause its differences with the 
House are fundamental. But if 
the House version shall prevail 
that will constitute rejection of 
a foreign policy instrument ac- 
ceptable to the President and Sen- 
ate—the two constitutional part- 
ners in the field—by the legislative 
branch which has been excluded 
from this partnership.

For Whole Free World 


It would be intriguing a generation from now, presuming we are 
spared nuclear catastrophe, to look at a speech made a few days 
ago in Congress by Rep. Reuss of Milwaukee to see whether the then 
present reality conforms to his proposals. Reuss advocated a bold 
scheme for economic integration of the free world to be followed 
conceivably by some form of political union. 


His fear is that by encouraging 
European economic integration, 
the United States is painting it- 
self into a corner. That as in- 
ternal European tariffs move to- 
ward zero and a common tariff 
wall is put in place, our exports 
will find heavier going in Euro- 
pean markets. And, he adds, 
since their big market will have 
enabled Furopean manufacturers 
to become more efficient com- 
petitors, we will meet trouble 
elsewhere as well. 

His remedy can be reduced to 
six points. 

A free world common market 
in which tariffs on industrial goods 
would be cut 10% a year to zero, 
with negotiation on farm prod-

Now 
i they are limited to these four en- 
trances—Chausseestrasse in north 
Berlin, Invalidenstrasse in cen- 
tral Berlin and Oberbaumbruecke 
and Sonnenallee in the south, the 
American sector of West Berlin.

South became declarer today 
at a contract of six hearts. West 


opened the bidding with one! 


spade and North overcalled in 
diamonds. East gave his partner 
a free raise, though this depart- 
ment would have favored an im- 
mediate leap to four spades. Such 
action would have placed South 
under considerable pressure. 


North’s cue bid of three spades 
may appear somewhat drastic but, 
in view of South’s free bid and 
the prospect of developing the 
diamond suit, it is not subject to 
criticism. When South showed 
the ace of clubs North was 
tempted to bid six hearts but 
feared to act so violently in view 
of his previous aggressive steps. 
Nevertheless, it was easy for 
South to bid slam himself. 


The king of spades was opened 


and with the spread of the dum- 
my the hand appeared to be a 
cinch for seven. Declarer, giving 
no thought to any possible mis- 
hap, drew trumps in two rounds 
and then tried the diamonds. 
When they broke badly the whole 
hand fell in a heap, He was heard 
to mutter some oath anent the 
preachings of mathemati- 
cians. ‘Five cards outstanding are 
supposed to break 3-2” he com- 
plained. 


True, indeed, but in behalf of 
the mathematicians it should 
be pointed out that their sign 
does not read “‘positively.”’

Among them, the prescient 
Peter Ustinov, actor, playwright 
and writer whose latest book 
cannot be kept on local book 
shelves. 


It is titled laconically, ‘‘We 
Were Only Human.” It is dedi- 


cated to the “fantastic Nazi 
bookkeepers, the respectable 
functionaries, and honorable 


warlords of Germany, who 
made humble contributions to 
the great blasphemy.” 


The Ustinov book, ludicrous- 
ly, has been placed on humor 
shelves. It is a brief volume 
of pen and ink sketches Usti- 
nov made of men and women 
during the war trials, “who 
faced their captors in court with 
hurt in their voices and inno- 
cence in their eyes.” Brows- 
ers, searching for a free laugh, 
have recoiled from its sick 
caricatures and captions as if 
they were contagious. 


With the Eichmann trial trail- 
ing off in a quaver of similar 
innocence, one of the drawings 
is especially topical. It is a 
face of cold hauteur, etched 
cruelly as if the lines had been 
jagged by barbed wire. The 
caption says: “I am entirely 
innocent of war crimes. I only 
obeyed my own orders.” 


Ustinov is a Jew, of Slavic 
birth and thus twice wounded 
by the lunacy of Hitler. As 
frustration was Der Fuehrer’s 
leitmotif, satire is Ustinov’s 
weapon. 

The potato-headed rhinoceros 
face says: “Once a man is 
dead, how does it affect him 
if we make a lampshade out 
of him? At least it’s useful.” 


The sloth head, with the snout 
and mouth of a hog: “I had 
no access to the figures of how 
many were eliminated, but I 
can’t help feeling you are ex- 
aggerating.”” 


The sullen snail face, with a 
nose like a sharp feeler, ‘“There 
is a great difference between 
murder and mercy killing. Most 
of those who died sincerely 
wanted to die.” 

Nobody will make a gesture 
with an umbrella in Mr. Usti- 
nov’s direction. He apparently 
has photographic vision of the 
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pages of history.

Dear Dr. Molner: Our son, 
3% years old, is not talking 
properly. He says some words 
very clearly and for other 
words he just grunts or makes 
sounds. : 


People have recommended 
we go to a neurologist. Our 
regular doctor seems to think 
the boy is mentally alert and 
okay. I’m really the only one 
who. can understand him, be- 
cause he has his own words or 
sounds for everything. — Mrs. 
B. N., 


The rule of thumb is that a 
child should be using at least 12 
words properly by his third birth- 
day. Some, of course, are jabber- 
ing away at a great rate by that 
time; others not. 


Both vocabulary and clearness 
of speech vary considerably, de- 
pending on early training, cir- 
cumstances and a child’s aptitude 
and inclination. 


Some parents take such finicky 
care of a child — especially a 
first child — that the youngster 
is over-protected. The child finds 
he doesn’t have to learn to talk 
much because everything is done 
for him. 


Another foible that particular- 
ly applies to a first child is that 
adults may think some of his 
baby words are cute and don’t 
correct these faults. 


Besides this, children are great 
mimics. They try to say what they 
hear. (In this connection, some- 
times peculiarities of speech are 
due to a defect in hearing; in 
such cases, just observing the 
child carefully usually provides 
some added clues.) 


Since, in today’s case, the fami- 
ly physician isn’t alarmed — and 
he’s seen a lot of children grow 
up, I am sure — and he sees no 
signs of mental retardation, I 
would be inclined to go along with 
his opinion. 


If still in doubt, and if living in 
a community where such services 
are readily obtainable (and Mrs. 
B. N. does), the parents might 
have their doctor refer them to a 
child psychologist to see whether 
the youngster fits the pattern for 
his age. 


Otherwise I'd say give the boy 
a bit more time — expect him 
to use your words; don’t make 
things too easy for him by learn- 
ing his words or grunts. 


The age from 3 to 4 is apt to 
be a bit trying. The young 
ones tend to get impish and they 
have their little-boy fantasies, and 
a certain amount of monkey 
business in the way of grunts, 
noises and “‘invented”’ words can 
be quite normal. 


I had a hysterectomy a year 
ago. I have two friends who 
had the same operation and 


one says you don’t have to 
take douches and the other 
says you do. Which one is 


right?—Mrs. T. L. S. 


Maybe they both are. There’s 
nothing about a hysterectomy that 
automatically makes either view 
right. If, in particular cases, 
medication ‘via the douche) is 
required, all right. In ordinary 
cases, no. 


My son, just turned 21, is 
subject to epileptic seizures. 
What effect would alcoholic 
beverages have on him? How 
about smoking? What other 
do’s and don’ts?—C. K. 


Over-indulgences of almost any 
sort, such as eating and drinking, 
can trigger attacks. Probably ex- 
cessive smoking could too, as it 
is a sign of a nervous, anxious 
person. Alcohol is _ particularly 
bad. 


The principal don'ts are over- 
indulgences, over-fatigue, lack of 
adequate rest and irregular meals 
or sleeping habits. 


The most useful do’s are a 
careful examination and the use 
of the best combination of anti- 
convulsant drugs. These drugs,

More Stadium 


Jim Clay, Nelson Weaver and Dick Aock took a 
joint look at Atlanta International Raceway Tuesday 
and came up with some interesting observations, the 
most interesting of which is that a 30,000-seat stadium 
can be erected on the premises to house a professional 
football club by the opening date of 1962. 


For the uninitiated, Clay is the fellow who has worked long and 

hard—as Commissioners Pete Rozelle and Joe Foss will attest—to 

wig ‘ee bring a pro franchise to our fair and 
football-happy city. 


Weaver is the Birmingham busi- 
ness baron who bailed AIR out of a 
financial mess some time ago and had 


' investment. He now calls the shots for 
- == the sprawling 500-acre racing plant on 
~F the, recently dubbed, South Freeway. 


Aeck is a local architect who has 
made a formidable reputation as a de- 
signer of athletic facilities. Among his 
successes are Tech's Alexander Memo- 
rial Coliseum and Grady Stadium, 
which has won in the neighborhood of 
10 national awards for design. 


Surveying the AIR layout with an 
eye to giving Atlanta a.pro football 
site as quickly as possible, Clay, 
Weaver and Aeck came to these con- 
clusions: 


; 4% 
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A permanent playing field can be built on the far side of 
the infield, directly across from the grandstand, which would 
be accessible to 30,000 seats, some 15,000-20,000 of them perma- 
nent, the rest of the temporary type. 


(The permanent seats would be constructed on a raised bank 
on the outside of the track, temporary ones in the infield. None of 
the existing seats would be used. 


(Since the raceway already has planned to erect seats along 
this section of the track eventually, their construction would be in 
line with AIR’s plan of improvement.) 


2. Except for the construction of seats, of which only the tempo- 
rary stands would be for football alone, the other maicr costs would 
be limited to building the playing field, and locker facilities for the 
teams, 


All other facilities, including concessions, water, drainage and 
parking are ready for use right now. 


3. The elimination of the parking problem—always a major one 
these days—the availability of land for a practice field’ (or five 
practice fields; it’s a big infield) and the relatively low cost of con- 


struction make the project worthy of at least a thorough investiga- 
tion. 


~Weaver’s Ready, Clay’s Impressed 


Those were the joint conclusions. 


Individually, 
to shape up like this:

_ Weaver, with a $2 million plant laying idle for all but three 
weeks of the year, would be extremely happy to have a pro football 
Club as a tenant. 


He’s sure the necessary construction would be feasible, and 

_it wouldn’t interfere with AIR’s racing program. He’s willing to 

« build the stadium and rent it te franchise holders on a lease as 

. short as five years, with a clause that would permit the holders 

to obtain freedom from the lease if a municipal stadium should 
be built. 

Clay is impressed with Weaver’s thinking on the matter and with 
AIR’s possibilities, but he’s also enthusiastic about the idea of ex- 
panding the capacity of Grady Stadium to 30,000 on a temporary 
basis. 


This could be done, according to Aeck’s figures, at a cost of less 
than $200,000, and city officials have indicated their willingness to 
rent Grady for a short time—three or four years. 


Some of the problems here: another field would have to be 
obtained for practice; parking would be on a catch-as-catch-can 
basis; and the whole thing would depend on the beginning of con- 
struction on a permanent stadium within at least two years after 
the pros move in. 


At any rate, Clay is interested enough to have Aeck work out 
some preliminary drawings so that he can get a true comparison 
between the two projects. 


Aeck, the guy with the figures, says building a stadium at AIR, 
making use of the already existing facilities, would be a simple 
matter, and not expensive. He plans to have a cost breakdown, 
like the one he did at Grady, prepared shortly. 


If all this sounds a bit dry, your indulgence is requested. Tues- 
day’s exposition was recognized by all concerned as a kind of ‘“‘dry 
run.’”” Perhaps it was dryer than had been hoped in some quarters. 


—Grady Or AIR, Atlanta Would Go Big 


It did, however, open up another possibility of bringing profes- 
sional football to Atlanta, and two possibilities are better than one. 
Assuming, of course, that Atlanta can get a franchise when it can 
seat 30,000 fans at a ball game. 


Clay is confident that a franchise will come, either in the AFL 
or the NFL. Frem here, prospects for a berth in the junior league 
look much brighter. 


With 14 teams operating this season, the National League 
.won’t be knocking itself out for more expansion right away. 
~ When it’s ready to expand, it can pretty well pick its spot. Add 
-to that the built-in opposition of George Preston Marshall 
to any team invading his Southern realm, and the high cost 

of opening shop (some say $2 million in the NFL as opposed to 
$1 million in the AFL) and you’ve got a pretty big obstacle to 
overcome. 


Anyway, Clay and associates are hopeful. If stadium arrange- 
ments can be made either at AIR or at Grady, they plan to make a 
move shortly after the start of this season. By that time they can 
tell how attendance is in the AFL, and what solution can be found 
for the NFL’s TV difficulties. 

Judging from the line of conversation in barber shops, at coffee 
breaks and on street corners now that September is approaching, 


one thing is certain: Either league could use a team in a town 
that loves football like this one does.

Finley, wealthy Chicago insur- 
ance broker who bought the Kan- 
sas City club a year ago for about 
$5 million, said the new general 
is a 37-year-old member of Fin- 
ley’s insurance organization whc 
was promoted to vice president of 
the A’s when Finley took over. 

Finley said Lane will be paid 
off for the final three years of his 
contract at $50,000 annually. 


Finley denied that he had any
